necessary. 
U nder this schem e, no city can 
be forced into the d istric t against 
the will of its electors. The tw o- 
thirds 
provision 
is 
designed 
to 
protect the various cities against 
the 
possibility of being brought 
into a n organtsation too sm all to 
accom plish 
th» 
purposes 
of 
the 
district and hence useless. 
Comptât» Upon Recording 
Upon the recordation of a cer­ 
tificate of the proceedings w ith the 
secretary of state, th e Incorpor­ 
ation is complete. 
If the validity of th» incorpora­ 
tion is to be attack ed , such a t­ 
tack m ust be m ade w ithin three 
m onths of incorporation. A fter th at 
tim e has elapsed, th e incorpora­ 
tion Is , Incontestable, although, as 
is hereafter pointed out, any city 
m ay w ithdraw from th e D istrict 
by popular vote. 
T he district w hen organized will 
be vested w ith the pow ers neces­ 
sary to enable it to acquire and

Power to Borrow Money

trict, 
T he

P ow er Is granted to levy and 
collect taxes for the purpose of 
carry in g on the operations of the 
district. N o tax exceeding 6 cents 
on every $100 w orth of assessed 
valuation m ay be levied. It is of 
course contem plated th at, a fte r It 
g ets into full operation, revenues 
from w a ter will carry th e d istrict 
and re tire its bonded d e b t D uring 
its prelim inary stages, no d o u b t it 
will be necessary to ra ise m oney 
in o th er w ays for the p urpose of 
carry in g on the prelim inary work. 
T he tax m achinery is h erein after 
described. 
T he d istric t will be authorized 
to e n ter into contracts, to retain 
personal services and em ploy la ­ 
borers an d to establish such of­ 
fices and positions as shall be nec­

district. T he d istrict w ill be ex­ 
pressly vested w ith .au th o rity to 
co-operate w ith other public cor­ 
porations for the purpose of re ­ 
ducing expense by joint w orks.

AT HOME IN WATER, ON LAND OR UNDERGROUND

It is on* of tho laws of life that 
all animala live by preying upon 
other organisms. Just as we find 
various eeraturea occupying all 
conceivable situations on land and 
In water, so do we And associated 
with them the enemies which sub­ 
sist on them. 
The beasts of prey, being of 
comparatively large sise, are In 
the popular mind typical examples 
of this universal law, although 
among th* reptiles and fishe* aa 
well aa In th* insects and th* 
lower 
invertebrate* 
and 
even 
among the plants, are found many 
examples of relentless predatory 
habits. Among tho mammals which 
gain their livelihood by killing 
other animals, none ar* better 
fitted for their life than the 
weasels. 
Bom* Climb Trees 
Weasels, Including the minks and 
martens and 
some other less- 
known specie* live in a great va­ 
riety of situations from th* tropics 
to tho polar region* 
Some can 
climb trees readily, nearly all are 
at home among rocks and in some 
the slenderness of body which 
characterises most of tho group is 
carried to a degree which enables 
them to travers* tho underground 
burrows of their rodent prey. 
Two of our well-known species, 
the otter and the mink, have de­ 
veloped aquatic habit* and are 
thus able to prey on fishes and 
other water creatures. 
Th* otter 
has so far progressed In this mod­ 
ification that he now confine* his 
diet entirely to aquatio prey. 
The mink, however, while retain­ 
ing the ability to capture a groat 
variety of land animal* also has 
learned to seek its living in th* 


water, and is thus more independ­ 
ent than Its cousin.

government, which will actuate us 
during the next four years. 
la the first pUce. 2 should be 
rem.ss lf X did not express to the 
people of California, through you, 
their representatives, my apprecia­ 
tion for the generous confidence 
Shown me at' last November’s elec­ 
tion. 
I accept the result ol that 
•lection, not at all as a personal 
tribute, but rather aa the Indorse­ 
ment of a philosophy of govern­ 
ment which I trust has been con* 
■latently mine throughout my IS 
years of endeavor 
to 
serve 
the 
•tats. 
Those of us who hold to 
that philosophy 
represent 
very 
definite 
government 
principles, 
which have prevailed in California 
for the major 
portion 
of 
that 
time; principles which I t years ago 
«roused, and which today Inspire 
the great majority of our people: 
principles which this administra­ 
tion will try to translate Into ac­ 
tion. 
Our Ideals of Government 
Z feel that you legislate» be­ 
fore me are, like myself, respons­ 
ible to those Ideals and prlnclplM 
which have done so mnch to place 
California, 
both 
governmental^ 
and materially, at the very fore­ 
front 
aroon»; 
progressive 
states. 
The responsibility is ours to main­ 
tain this government on the high 
plane of success and acbtavement 
of those 
splendid 
years 
which 
followed CalifornU’s politics! revo­ 
lution of 1911. 
“Revolution” Is exactly the word, 
Ibr It meant an 
overturning 
of 
conditions where entrenched spe­ 
cial Interests governed the state 
to a condition 
where 
the 
state 
governed those same special inter­ 
ests. 
There 
must 
be 
no 
receding 
from those principles of free gov­ 
ernment which were then rooted 
In our political growth. With your 
permission. I shall outline some 
of these governmental principles, 
which I trust, will guide both you 
and me In our endeavors. 
In the first place, I Imagine 
we are not afraid to be progres­ 
sive. 
By this I mean we ars not 
afraid to try new things which 
appeal to us as sane and reason­ 
able. 
No one of us, I hope, la a 
revolutionist or radical, who de­ 
lim e change merely for the sake 
of change. 
But I believe we all 
recognize 
that government, 
like 
everything 
else 
In 
a 
growing 
world, must progress, and that we 
are willing to promote such prog­ 
ress as may best serve the public 
Interest 
. 
Secondly, I believe 
It 
will he 
Conceded that we have not entered 
pu bilo service merely for the sake 
of advancing our own selfish in­ 
terests. 
I like to think that you 
and I are Interested in government 
from the stand|>o!nt of the great­ 
est good to the greatest number; 
that we recognize the purpose of 
government to be the Increasing 
contentment and 
protection 
and 
prosperity of all our people. 
For 
this reason, we aocept humanitar­ 
ian Ideals In government, wherein 
the human being assumes an Im­ 
portance at least equal to that of 
the dollar mark. 
Finally, and very fundamentally, 
I know that we shall all insist 
on a “square deal,” fair and im­ 
partial government, devoid of spe­ 
cial privilege or favor. 
Ours is, 
and should be, a government of 
equal opportunity under the law to 
every citizen and every legitimate 
Interest. 
We insist, however, that 
special 
Interests 
seeking 
undue 
privileges keep their hands off our 
legislative or other governmental 
machinery. 
Particularly must we 
be sure that all our governmental 
regulatory agencies shall be above 
suspicion In their whole-hearted 
leaky to the Interests of the whole 
people. 
I want to point out that there 
Is nothing In this conception of 
progressive 
government ■ to 
give 
the least concern to any legitimate 
business, or Industry, or corporate 
enterprise. 
We 
want these to 
grow and prosper, for wa reoog 
nise that their prosperity Is linked 
with the prosperity of all our stets. 
X desire this to be a business ad­ 
ministration in the truest sense 
Of the term; which means not 
only that It shall be conduct'd 
along business principles, but that 
it shall be an administration for 
the fair treatment and support and 
encouragement of ovary legitimate 
business. 
Stats Expend it ursa and Budget 
In conformity with tbs require 
ments of the Jtatc constitution, I 
have already done much work upon 
the budget which is soon to bs sub­ 
mitted to the legislature. 
I have 
«irefully reviewed the budget fig 
tires and requests as made to, and 
partially passed upon by the pres 
•n t board of control. After confer­ 
ences with the heads of the de­ 
partments 
and Institutions con­ 
cerned, I have succeeded In reduc­ 
ing these 
figures 
by 
somewhat 
more than 910,000,000. DMplte thew 
reductions, the curve of tho state’s 
expenditures is still going upward; 
a condition which will continue as 
long as the stats continues to 
grow. 
The budget which will be pre­ 
sented this year will contain for 
the first time all tbs expenditures 
• t the state—expenditures of «very 
Une, Ir.jspectlve of the agency 
through which they are made or 
the sources from which their reve­ 
nues are secured. I feel that this 
frank and complete statement of 
•ll expenditures not only keeps 
faith with our people by removing 
«ll 
possible grounds 
of 
future 
budget controversy, but also is the 
only way to Uve up to the spirit 
«f the constitutional budget amend 
ment. 
The Surplus end Our Tax Cystem 
liver since the adoption of our 
present tax system, state expendi­ 
tures have tended to outrun 
We have thus far been 


able tor keep the revenuM up to 
the requirements af a growing stats 
through periodically raisins tbs tax 
rata to be paid by publia utility 
corporations. Each such rales has 
produced 
a 
temporary 
surplus, 
which bas later been absorbed ny 
tho increase of expeadltUTM beyond 
current revenues. 
Thanks largely 
to the receipt of impounded money 
from the King tax b n suit, we 
■hall • ter the next biennium with 
n considerable surplus In the treas­ 
ury. But the state controller, in a 
recent % .bilo statement, has pointed 
out that we have already reached 
the point when uneeoapable fixed 
changes and normal increases In 
expenditure will of necessity cut 
that surplus ilmoet In half; in oth­ 
er words, a period when our ex­ 
penditures are unavoidably greater 
than our current revenues. 
At previous similar periods we 
have met the situation by an In­ 
crease In tbs rate «f public utility 
tam s. This same procedure could 
ho followed am in. 
I doubt, how­ 
ever, if sufficient funds have been 
accumulated during the past four 
years to furnish the legislature an 
adequate baste for determining ac­ 
curately tho extent to which such 
an Increase would 
bo equitable, 
either to the varions 
classas 
of 
public utilities or to the citizen 
taxpayer. However, I believe that, 
With your oo-operation, we can 
conserve our present surplus to meet 
the excess expenditures over reve­ 
nues for the next two bienniums, 
and at the same time find the op­ 
portunity to do a thing which I 
believe should have been done long 
ago—namely, to make a careful 
and expert study of our state tax 
system. 
I would sum up what I 
have said by the following three 
recommendations: 
First, that the present legisla­ 
ture provide for a commission to 
Investigate whether 
our 
existing 
tax system, with periodic Justifi­ 
able Increases in public utility tax 
rates, 
will 
continue 
to 
provide 
necessary revenues for the state’s 
normally increasing expenditures; 
and, lf 
not, 
what 
modifications 
should be made In our present sys­ 
tem to put it upon a safe, perma­ 
nent, and equitable basis. 
Second, that, pending this inves­ 
tigation, at least during the pres­ 
ent legislative seesion, no change 
of any kind be made in our exist­ 
ing provisions for raising general 
revenues. 
Third, that, during 
the 
period 
which 
must 
elapse 
before any 
changa in our tax system can take 
effect, our surplus shall be con­ 
served as a reservoir to provide 
for unforeseen contingencies of any 
kind, and to meat the necessities 
of the Inevitable excesses of fu­ 
ture Irreducible expenditures over 
corrMpondlng future revenues. Or­ 
dinarily, with a settled and ade­ 
quate tax system, a large surplus 
is probably unnecessary and un­ 
wise. Under present circumstances. 
however, it must be protected at 
all hazards by an Insistence that 
the strictest economy in every di­ 
rection shall prevail. My work up­ 
on the budget has convinced me 
that tbs positively fixed end un­ 
avoidable increases in governmental 
expenses will leave no room for a 
dollar of expenditure which cannot 
justify itself as absolutely necm- 
■ary. 
v 
L 
Réorganisation of Governmental 
Agencies 
The government of California, 
like that of most other states, has 
gradually taken on a large number 
of functions, social, regulatory, and 
developmental — functions 
which 
some governmental agency must 
perform, and which for many rea­ 
sons naturally devolve upon the 
state. 
This 
has 
given 
rise 
to 
numerous boards and commissions. 
now operating 
independently of 
each other, but s t such nature that 
they readily fall Into groups, each 
group containing agencies with in­ 
terrelated and sometimes overlap­ 
ping functions. 
California, eight 
years ago, 
made 
a 
preliminary 
study of this problem to determine 
whether It would not be in the In­ 
terest of economy, and more es­ 
pecially la the interest of efficiency, 
to organize these groups into de­ 
partments of the state government. 
At that time, only a beginning 
of this work was accomplished, I 
accordingly invite the attention of 
the legislature to this problem, and 
suggest that the work of depart­ 
mentalizing the 
state’s 
activities 
be at this time continued. 
Prob­ 
ably this work cannot at present 
bs fully completed, for the reason 
that certain of th# state’s oE cm 
and commissions are written Into 
the state constitution, and can be 
reorganized only by constitutional 
amendment. One innovation, how­ 
ever, can be 
accomplished 
now, 
and I believe might be very wise— 
mainly an arrangement by whloh 
the heads, or directors of such de­ 
partments as may now be formed 
shall be constituted Into a gov­ 
ernor’s cabinet or council, to the 
end that at regular meetings there 
may be discussed in orderly fashion 
the various problems which con­ 
front the stats. 
Some system like this would, I 
believe, bs Car more businesslike 
and effective than such haphaaard 
and 
infrequent 
consultations 
as 
must 
otherwise 
normally 
take 
place between a governor and our 
numerous unrelated 
boards 
I 
commissions. 
Completion of Our Highway 
System 
I pass now to certain problems 
of a 
state’s 
material 
welfare, 
which must bs solved, and speed­ 
ily solved, lf the growth and de­ 
velopment of California is to con­ 
tinus unretarded. 
I believe that 
the problem of most general in­ 
terest a t the present time is the 
completion of our state highway 
system. 
I shall wasts no words In 
phssizlng the importance of this 
problem or economic value of pro­ 
viding, a t the earliest possible mo­ 
ment a completed system of state 
highway. 
I 
believe 
teat 
tee 
speedy completion of our highway 
system la an end desired by ev­ 
ery citizen. 
The only question la 
tee beet method of securing the 
necessary revenue. 
In tee te st place, It Is clearly 
impossible to secure our neces­ 
sary highway revenues tram tbs 
state’s general fund. 
To do this 
would Inevitably lead to the ne­ 
cessity of Imposing a state ad- 
valorem tax upon our etttgena, al­ 


ready suffering under too great 
a burden of local taxes. 
Secondly, I do not believe that 
at present we should attempt to 
divert to the construction of new 
roads the money now being used 
to save our existing roads through 
th# reconstruction process el wid­ 
ening and thickening. 
Finally, I am computes* that we 
should not depend upon tho Is­ 
suance of bonds for this purpose, 
partly because of the extra ex­ 
penses Involved, and partly be­ 
cause we cannot afford to delay 
our highway work by waiting two 
years tor a bond election. 
Accordingly, if we are to satisfy 
the almost universal demand that 
we at once resume work on our 
■tats highway system, 
we 
ere 
thrown back upon the necessity 
of adopting some plan which will 
produce the necessary revenues. 
It Is true that such a plan was 
defeated a t the recent election, 
but when we consider the narrow 
margin of the defeat, and analyze 
the reasons for It, I am sure that 
it ie not to be taken as a verdict 
of the people against the general 
proposition, not as precluding the 
legislature from now undertaking 
to find some solution of it which 
will be assured of general approv­ 
al and acceptance. 
I believe, that with proper re­ 
gard for the interests involved, 
the legislature should determine 
upon a policy through which this 
vitally important problem may be 
solved. 
Toward this policy, I of­ 
fer the following suggestions; 
First, . let 
the 
northern 
and 
southern sections of the state de­ 
termine upon a list of roads, such, 
for instance, 
aa 
all 
interstate 
roads and other roads included in 
the first bond issue, to be set 
asidè aa a charge against the state 
as a whole. 
Second, let the revenues, for re­ 
maining roads, both for construe* 
tion and reconstruction, be allo­ 
cated faJrly and equally between 
the two sections of the state. 
Finally, fix upon a gasoline tax, 
or some equivalent method for the 
financing of new roads; and thus, 
by giving this proposition a fair 
trial, permit the coming adminis­ 
tration to show what can be done 
in highway construction, to the 
satisfaction and for the benefit of 
the entire state. 
It is unneces­ 
sary to point out that the prob­ 
lem must not be complicated by 
any attem pt to add to the present 
state highway 
mileage 
at this 
time. 
» 
Water Resources and Forest 
Conservation 
I pass now to what I regard as 
a problem most important to the 
future growth and development of 
California—the problem of water 
storage and distribution. 
Owing 
to ita extremely rapid increase in 
population, the southern portion 
of the sta u has been compelled 
to face this problem earlier than 
has been necessary for the north. 
The prospects are 
very bright 
that the congress at its present 
session will furnish the needed re­ 
lief for the south by passing the 
bill for the dam at Boulder can­ 
yon. 
California will certainly do 
all she can toward this end by mak­ 
ing clear her attitude through rep­ 
resentatives of this administration 
In Washington, as well as by leg­ 
islative action which will fully safe­ 
guard the Interests 
of the states Lplace for our women prisoners, 
comprising tile basin of the upper 
Colorado river. I feel assured that 
this legislature will also meet the 
acute need of the south for an ade­ 
quate domestic water supply by 
authorizing the formation of a met­ 
ropolitan water district, ouch as 
may permanently solve her diffi­ 
culties along this line. 
In the other portions of the state, 
however, the solution of the prob­ 
lem In Its major aspects is still be­ 
yond us. Our population is grow­ 
ing and is undoubtedly destined to 
become very large if we can aup- 
ply the needs of an adequate food 
supply. 
Our local irrigation pro­ 
jects, excellent ss they are, can 
obviously not meet this need. Our 
agriculturists who depend upon un­ 
derground water are becoming more 
and more disturbed as they see the 
water table sinking lower and low­ 
er. 
The solution of this problem 
can no longer be left to haphazard 
and unrelated development. 
There 
is no doubt that it is high time to 
seek 
some 
comprehensive 
plan 
which will meet the needs of both 
out great central valleys. The wa­ 
ter which falls so bountifully dur­ 
ing our winters, and which 
now 
wastes itself in bay and ocean, if 
properly stored and controlled and 
placod upon the land, would be suf­ 
ficient to water every irrigable foot 
of this vast area, besides practically 
eliminating all future danger from 
winter floods. 
This enterprise, however, is as 
vast that it can be financed by no 
one agency alone. The farmer whose 
lands are benefitted cannot meet 
the expense, aa he largely does in 
tee case of minor irrigation pro­ 
jects. The county whose cities are 
dependent upon local agricultural 
prosperity, must also do its share. 
The state must take the leadership 
In coordinating and planning the 
whole. 
The federal government 
possibly must be asked to advance 
the money for the initial construc­ 
tion, 
Just as Is proposed in the 
Boulder canyon 
project. 
It 
Is 
highly desirable that an advisory 
commission be provided, consist­ 
ing of state officials and engineers. 
and the representatives in Califor­ 
nia of the federal departments In­ 
terested. to consider the co-ordina­ 
tion of present activities and of 
proposed plans for the future. 
Past legislatures have provided 
money for a comprehensive study of 
this problem, and the report should 
soon be In your hands. I trust that 
It may point the way to a beginning 
of this great undertaking. 
I shall here mention forest c6n- 
servation only from the standpoint 
of its importance to our water re­ 
sources, for there t& no doubt that 
by the burning of the forests and 
brush lands on our watersheds and 
even 
greater 
loss 
is 
sustained 
through the diminution of our wa­ 
ter supply than through the actual 
damage to our lumber products. 
I feel that every possible effort 
should be made to minimize the 
annual destruction of this coverage 
for our watersheds, as well aa to 
encourage the 
restoration of our 
cut-over timber lands. I shall rec 
«unmend in my forthcoming budget 
a forestry increase of at least SO 
per cent, *o ald in the building of 
firs trails and In other protection 
against fire, for I believe that th* 
expenditure of money for this pur­ 


pose constitutes tbs truest kind of 
economy. 
This water problem Is actually of 
special importance to oar agricul­ 
tural interests. Agriculture Is Cali­ 
fornia’s basic Industry. We have 
long ago learned teat whatever con­ 
tributes to the prosperity of the ag­ 
riculturist proportionately contrib­ 
utes to the prosperity of the «tate 
ae a whole. Accordingly, the prob­ 
lems of agriculture cannot he dis­ 
missed as of importance only to 
the fbrmer. 
They 
are problème 
which tee entire state bks a vital 
Interest in solving, and ars matters 
which at all times should engage 
the attention of tee legislature. 
The Crime Problem and Our Prise ne 
The spread of organized crime 
throughout tee United States has 
become a very real problem. This 
has become the day of the profea- 
siotihl criminal, who has In cold 
blood 
organized for 
business of 
preying upon society. The effective 
way to reduce the numbers of the 
professional criminals ii to make It 
clear to them that their chances of 
escaping the penalty of the law are 
too remote; that the risks are too 
great the crime business doesn’t 
pay. 
If the criminal or potential 
criminal is to be deterred from hie 
crime, he must be convinced that 
bis punishment will be certain and 
that it will be prom pt 
A wise co-ordination of the ag­ 
encies of «Mme detection and pre­ 
vention, coupled with carefully con­ 
sidered reforms 
in our obsolete 
criminal procedure, should effect a 
prompt reduction in the amount of 
crime in California. 
I believe that In our penal Insti­ 
tutions every effort should be made 
to study the 
Individual prisoner, 
and to restore him, whenever pos­ 
sible, to useful cltlsenship. 
I do 
not believe, however, that the crim­ 
inal should be sentimentally pam­ 
pered as the Innocent victim of un­ 
toward circumstances. 
I 
beltsve 
that the 
prison 
should 
provide 
plenty 
of work, wholesome food, 
medical attention, and an dppor- 
tuntty for self-development through 
education, but there should be no 
reason for criminals to regard it as 
a desirable place of residence. 
Furthermore, I believe in a care­ 
ful segregation of prisoners, so that 
the first offender may escape con­ 
tamination by the hardened crimin­ 
al. 
olcr shrdl shrd abr hr shr sh shrdlu 
I believe In a wise and conserva­ 
tive use of the parole system, to 
be applied to such prisoners as the 
parole board feels morally certain 
of redeeming thereby. However, I 
also believe teat parole Is rarely 
Justified in th» case of a repeater, 
or habitual criminal. 
I emphati­ 
cally believe In the prison road 
camp. and hope to see this work 
extended aa rapidly as possible, In 
order 
teat 
discharged 
prisoners 
may leave with strong bodies, and 
such small sums of money as they 
have honestly earned, thus giving 
them a fair chance to break away 
from crime and criminal associa­ 
tion. 
Finally, I believe that we should 
lose no time In relieving the in­ 
tolerably crowded conditions In our 
own state prisons, where two, and 
sometimes 
three, 
prisoners 
are 
confined In the same cell. 
I also 
Relieve that San Quentin Is no 


and I would favor the appointment 
of a commission, consisting partly 
of women, to plan for the estab­ 
lishment of a separate penal in­ 
stitution for woman offenders. 
Eighteen years ago, California 
passed her first direct primary 
law. From session to session since 
that time, the taw has been im­ 
proved, until It Is now conceded to 
be possibly the beet in the Union. 
Despite the concerted attack now 
being made on the primary In 
certain other states, I confidently 
predict that the direct primary In 
California has come to stay. Our 
people have learned that only by 
this means are they able to se­ 
cure 
candidates 
of 
their 
own 
choice. 
Any modification of the 
law must not be an attempt to 
weaken it, or break it down, but 
rather an effort to improve and 
strengthen it, possibly by some 
plan such as the proposed “spon­ 
sor system.” 
What has been said about tho 
direct primary may also be said 
about direct legislation. 
Our re­ 
cent election has again demon­ 
strated the ability of our voters to 
do their own discriminating think­ 
ing on initiative measures. 
An 
Initiative or referendum usually 
presents an issue rather clearcut 
and easy to understand, and is 
greeted by the electors by a much 
more decisive and intelligent vote 
than la ordinarily accorded to a 
constitutional amendment submit­ 
ted by the legislature. 
In short, 
direct 
legislation 
In 
California 
seems to play no small part In 
sustaining tee interest of the peo­ 
ple In tee problems of their gov­ 
ernment 
Humanitarian and Educational 
Progress 
Those of us who have had ex­ 
perience in legislative work recog­ 
nise the fact that nearly all pro­ 
posed legislation falls very natur­ 
ally Into two classes, more or less 
mutually Independent end y®t es­ 
sentially distinct. 
The first has to do with m a­ 
terial things, with business and 
its regulation, with the conserva­ 
tion of natural reeourcea, with the 
production 
and 
distribution 
of 
wealth. 
The second concerns itself pri­ 
marily with tee human being, with 
the education and proper develop­ 
ment of tee normal human being. 
and with the care, oustody, pro­ 
tection. maintenance, or restraint 
of the human being under abnor­ 
mal condition* 
This branch of legislation is 
what has particularly distinguished 
California for 19 years. 
Through­ 
out most of teat period, we have 
been carrying out a program of 
humane and social legislation in 
which we have a right to feel gen 
uine pride. We need only point to 
the eight-hour law for women; to 
tee regulation of child tabor; to 
tee assurance of fair and honest 
treatment for the man who tolls; 
to improved conditions In our Insti­ 
tutions for tee sick and afflicted; 
to our provisions for orphans’ aid 
—tee most generous of any state 
In the Union; to the workmans 
compensation 
not, 
whereby 
tee 
burden of Industrial accidents ta 


removed from tee shoulders of him 
who is least able to bear it, and 
made the responsibility of society 
as a whole, to many other simitar 
msasures 
designed 
to 
make 
brighter the lot of the under-priv­ 
ileged human being. These meas­ 
ures have gradually won their way 
into public confidence until they 
are now regarded with approval 
by all our citizens. 
Not only In its humanitarian and 
social endeavors, but also in its 
educational 
progress, 
California 
has maintained a place of leader­ 
ship, 
Our schools are ranked by those 
competent to Judge as th# brot In 
tbs Union. Our teachers, particu­ 
larly those In rural communities, 
«re better paid than teachers In 
other states. Our teacher-training 
institutions are rated 
extremely 
high and are growing better every 
year. 
Our university to excelled 
by none, and a state-wide system 
of Junior colleges is springing up, 
by which the first two years of 
university work are made eccesal- 
hie In almost every community. 
More than a third of our entlro 
■tate expenditures la devoted to 
education. 
There 
are, 
however, 
certain 
parts of our educational machin­ 
ery that needs adjustment. There 
have arisen conflicts, growing out 
of a certain duplication of author­ 
ity between the state board of 
education on tbs one hand. and I 
the state superintendent of public 
instruction, on the other. It would 
seem wise to so modify our laws 
affecting 
the 
administration 
of 
our school system that the fun­ 
ctions of the board of «tducatlon ; 
shall be more clearly defined, and I 
that the state superintendent shall ; 
have entire responsibility for the ; 
educational conduct of the schools, '< 
and for the appointment of his j 
professional assistants. 
Work of the Legislature 
I am looking forward with es pa - 
dally pleasant anticipations to my j 
association as governor with you 
who make up the two houses of 
the legislature. 
For IO years I : 
served as assemblyman 
In this, 
chamber, six of them as presiding 
officer behind 
this 
desk. 
For 
eight years I have been privileged 
to preside over the senate In the 
opposite wing of the capitol. 
As 
a result of this experience, I 
be­ 
lieve I am rather uniquely able to 
understand and 
appreciate your | 
problems. 
I want you to know 
my sincere desire to ald you and j 
co-operate with you In every pos- | 
Bible way. 
As 
one 
who 
from 
long 
ex­ 
perience ie familiar with legisla­ 
tive procedure, may I be privil­ 
eged to make a few definite aug- 
tlons? 
I trust that this session 
may be distinguished by a very 
small quantity of legislation, part­ 
ly because we must admit that 
much proposed legislation ta al­ 
ways 
really 
unnecessary, 
and 
partly because 
the smaller the 
number of bills, the greater the 
time for conslderating each. a.- I 
the better the final result 
Espe­ 
cially do I suggest to you a great­ 
er sense of legislative responsibil­ 
ity than has characterized some 
of your predecessors in past years. 
You and I are too familiar with 
the process of passing hasty and 
ill-considered legislation down to 
the governor’s 
office, 
with the 
comfortable feeling tn*t It will 
be rejected if considered unwise. 
Thus the governor, by bis vetoes, 
instead of merely being used to 
correct inadvertent errors, or to 
negative major policies which he 
cannot agree, is forced to become 
a very important part of the leg­ 
islature—a 
function 
which 
was 
never contemplated by the con­ 
stitution. 
I also trust that something may 
be done this year to make im­ 
possible the introduction of so­ 
called “skeleton bills". 
The con­ 
stitutional 
provision 
creating 
a 
legislative 
recess 
contemplated 
that each bill, at least as far as 
the intent and beat Judgment of 
the author is concerned, should 
be In its first final form from the 
moment 
It 
is 
first submitted. 
Otherwise a public study of bills 
during the month of recess would 
mean nothing. 
Moreover, the con­ 
stitution also provides that after 
this legislative recess only two bills 
may be introduced by any mem­ 
ber. 
If, however, there are skele­ 
ton bills, or bills otherwise es­ 
sentially 
modified 
by 
author’s 
amendments, which assume their 
really intended form after this re­ 
cess, this provision of the con­ 
stitution is virtually nullified. 
It 
is accordingly obvious 
that the 
legislation 
which 
will be most 
sure of approval, bote by tbs pub­ 
lie and by the governor’s office, 
will be that white is carefully 
draft id 
before 
its 
Introduction, 
and ta passed through the legis­ 
lature 
before 
teat 
grand 
final 
rush which renders careful con­ 
sideration so Impossible. 
Before I close I wish to pay my 
tribute to the splendid spirit and 
conscientious endeavor of our Cali­ 
fornia legislatures. 
I have never 
been happier than In my work with 
them, as presiding officer of one or 
the other of the two houses. 
To 
you, who wars my friends and co­ 
workers in former legislatures, and 
to my new friends who ars hers for 
the first time, I wish to extend my 
greeting, and to expross the hope 
that every one of you will realize 
how welcome you are on all ocas­ 
sions to lay your problems before 
me. I was a member of the legis­ 
lature a long, long time before I 
ever thought of becoming part of 
what we legislators always referred 
to as “the corner office down­ 
stairs.” 
You and I have a splendid task 
before us. 
We have gone a long 
way forward in California, gone 
forward inspired by the hearty ap­ 
proval of a people whose heart Is 
fundamentally sound, whose Ideals 
are fundamentally high. 
In fair­ 
ness to that people, there must now 
be no backward step. 
We must 
hold all the ground we have gained 
In the past. We must press on to 
new achievements for ’the future. 
We must keep pace with 
the 
growth of a going world. 
I enter upon new duties with a 
very full sense of the responsibili­ 
ties white will be mine, and I pro­ 
pose to do my utmost to meet those 
responsibilities In a manner whloh 
shall bs worthy of this high office. 
And in all my efforts toward this 
end, the generous good will of you, 
my friends, will bs my constant en­ 
couragement and support.

COURT TECHNICALITIES 


Court technicalities have become a byword in this 
country, because they are so regularly invoked for 
the obstruction of justice. 
It is usually felt, how­ 
ever, that the correction of this evil is a tremendously 
difficult task. 
The legal profession seems to dodge responsibility 
for it 
Lawyers insist that they are within their 
rights, and moreover that if the rules were ignored, 
the whole system of justice would crumble. Judges 
protest that they are helpless. The buck is passed 
to legislatures. 
This is all a mistake, says Judge Marcus A. Kav- 
anagh of Chicago, who has been on the bench for 
30 years. Speaking of the way England, from which 
our judicial system is borrowed, has swept away this 
maze of entangling technicalities, he says: 
“This relief can be had in the United States with­ 
out die aid of any legislation whatever. The courts 
themselves have in themselves the power and duty 
to correct these absurd technicalities.** 
They were not created by legislatures, he says. 
“They are all judge-made laws, and have been fol­ 
lowed by other judges until they become precedents.** 
These precedents are not compulsory. 
The courts 
have power to disregard them, and in most of the 
states are expressly commanded by the legislature “to 
disregard the errors and to affirm the judgment un­ 
less they can see that die error has caused injus­ 
tice.” But for the most part, this has not been done. 
The innate conservation of the bar and bench has 
prevented the reform. And when a judge has the 
courage to cut through die red tape and insist on 
taking a straight line of essential justice, in spite of 
technical errors, he is likely to be called by his legal 
brethren a “dangerous radical.**

Pointing to the fact that the teeue of the IWO 
day contempt of court eentence wa» determined In 
the election in Humboldt county when the judge 
who pea (ted the eentence etood fifth on the tilt of 
candidates for the auperior court bench, the San 
Francisco Press club is calling for the Immediate 
release from jail of Alfred Llndsley, Eureka editor. 
Llndsley made comment* in hie newspaper during 
the course of a trial th at brought him to the bar 
of justice on the court's charge of contempt. 
The 
Judge fixed the penalty at $2000 fine or 1009 days in 
jail. The editor has spent approximately a year in 
jail and is now under observation in the county 
hospital for determination a* to whether he has de­ 
veloped tuberculosis. 
During the August primary the eeverity of the 
court's sentence was the issue. 
The judge was 
overwhelmingly defeated. 
But the editor remains in Jail. 
The San Francisco Pres» club take* the stand 
that the vote of the people directed, in effect, that 
the man be released. Probably never before has th# 
electorate passed on the question of an individual 
sentence for contempt of court. 
The theory of 
court procedure does not recognise that any one 
other than the aggrieved judge himself has the 
right to pass on a sentence for contempt. 
Never­ 
theless, the people have passed on the question, and 
they are the people who know all the details of the 
affair. 
The man should be released. 
Abuse by courts of their powers to punish for 
contempt is gradually arousing the people. 
The 
day is approaching when there will be laws re­ 
quiring that the judge who believes his court has 
been held in contempt shall make his charge before 
a jury, instead of sitting in sole judgment of a case 
in which he has a direct concern. 
It will either 
be that or the abolition of the power to punish 
for contempt. 
And the latter course would not be 
wise. 
It is freely predicted in Eureka that the man will 
die before he can complete a term of three years In 
jaiL 
Thus the sentence of a judge—without a 
jury—in a case in which he was interested can 
amount to death. 


Move to Get Road Funds 
----- Santa Barbara News — ——— 
A special committee has been appointed in 
Sacramento valley to study the problem 
the 
of ft- 
to 
nancing the construction of state highways. 
Every county in the state ought to take an active 
interest in this m atter as the highway system is 
one of the state's best assets and work on new 
road will halt soon unless new sources of funds ars 
found. 
Because of the defeat of both highway measures 
on the ballot s t the last election, the state is left 
without any provision for road money for new con­ 
struction. 
The only money available, it is believed, will be 
about 13,000,000 out of the motor 
vehicle 
funds. 
This is only a small fraction of the am ount re­ 
quired, lf highway constriction is to continue a t a 
satisfactory rate. 
There are only three possible methods of provid­ 
ing the needed highway money, property tax, an 
increase of the corporation tax or a special tax. 
It will be impossible to apply either of the first 
two remedies so that the money can be available 
next year. 
If the referendum should be invoked a 
delay of three years would result. 
A special gasoline tax could be levied and made 
effective within a few months after the legislature 
adjourns lf a referendum did not nold up the law. 
AU sections of the state are agreed on the one 
general proposition that highway construction m ust 
not stop. There is a serious disagreement as to the 
method of financing this necessary work. 


BABSON ON BOOZE 


Because Roger Babson is a professional statistician 
rather than a professional reformer, his observations 
on prohibition carry more weight with the public than 
most others. Here are some statements he recently 
made in print which, considering their source, can­ 
not but be taken seriously. 
Prohibition, he finds, “has resulted in increasing 
die working power of the wage worker and has been 
a great factor in bringing about higher wages.** 
What has been done, then, with their extra money? 
“Instead of being employed uselessly for hiring la­ 
bor to manufacture whisky and beer, it has been used 
in hiring labor to build houses, make clothes and oth­ 
er things that are worth while." 
Among the other things, labor savings, formerly 
spent on liquor, have gone into savings banks and 
kelped to keep interest rates low. 
Especially interesting is Mr. Babson*! references 
to installment buying. 
“Had it not been for prohibition,** he says, “the 
present growth in die installment business would have 
been impossible. 
It was prohibition which enabled 
workers to establish credits. 
Without prohibition 
these credits could not.have been established; the 
goods purchased could never have been manufacture 
od. and the prosperity which we now enjoy would not

The stage in New York City is to have a moral 
housecleaning,

ducers keep their pledge to Mayor Walker. 
This 
cleansing is to be undertaken, they says “for the 
protection of the theater and the good name of the 
city of New York." 
This decision and assurance came after 
Walker had conferred with theater men and had 
warned them that lf they themselves did not elim­ 
inate the filth from the stage, he would start the 
work himself by insisting upon censorship. He pre­ 
ferred that the theaters do their own purifying. 
If one half of the reports about and criticisms of 
New York stage productions are true, there la 
urgent need of a moral housecleaning. 
Reviewers 
have indicated that stage productions in soma of 
the metropolitan theaters have gone from bad to 
worse, until, in moral quality, the worst has been 
reached—scenes of disgusting filth that no decent, 
self-respecting community should tolerate. 
The movement that. is on now is tardy. It should 
have started long ago. And it should proceed sw ift­ 
ly to the eradication of the performances which are 
unspeakably nasty and wholly demoralizing and 
without defense on any grounds of decency. 
It would be well for the theatrical producers to 
effect the needed reforms. 
They can do it, if they 
w in 
They should do It. 
They are responsible for 
what they show. 
They can and should refuse to 
put on any production which is salacious and out­ 
rageously indecent and suggestive.

A quarter century has passed since Marconi, waiting in an old, 
dilapidated fortress on the coast of Newfoundland, received the 
first signals ever transmitted over the ocean. He had caught a mes­ 
sage sent out from his station in Cornwall. His dream had become 
a solid fact of science. 
And now we find ourselves speculating whether another of the 
universe’s secrets, as marvelous as wireless, will be uncovered by 
science in the next 25 years. And. while prophecy is always pre­ 
carious, it is fair to state that it is just as precarious to set bounds 
to what die mind of man is capable of accomplishing in the phy­ 
sical world. What fliest wonders may be is beyond the imagination 
of this generation to conjure. But what we cannot conceive may 
be as commonplace to our children or our children’s children as die 
telephone, airship and the radio are to us. 
Marconi thinks that achievements in the particular field of 
wireless transmission will be as wonderful in the next 25 years as 
anything of which «re have had experience. There is a possibility. 
he says, that transmission of power over moderate distances may be 
developed and that television may become an actuality. 
We need an imagination more vivid than that of Jules Verne 
to picture the kind of world future generations «rill inhabit. The 
last half century gave us the telephone and the last quarter of a 
century «rimless, the automobile, the airship and radio. The coming 
quarter of a century must accomplish marvels if it is going to equal 
that record.

Ho got in too late on a Saturday 
night to allow of their being im­ 
mediately planted, and Dr. ShugarL 
fearing that th* tender roots would 
suffer from exposure, got out early 
on Sunday morning, March I, 1371, 
and 
promptly 
planted 
those 
brought for himself end there has 
the credit of having planted th* 
first orang* trees in 
Riverside 
Judge North and Mr. W alts planted 
their trees on the Monday follow­ 
ing. Aa common seedling trees cost 
$3 apiece, It prompted th* early 
starting of nurseries for their home 
propagation M d orange seeds wore 
obtained from Tahiti, for this pur­ 
pose. 
"Tho first nursery of this kind 
«ma aetabttteed by D. C. Twogood 
on his dry claim, but owing to tho 
failure of th*, plan to build a higher 
canal, be «ria compelled in 1372 
to move this to that portion of his 
land lying whore irrigating water 
could 
bo 
had. 
Th- 
wonderful 
stories told of tho profits of orangs 
growing helped greatly to encour­ 
age tjpise prospective millionaires 
under the hardships they suffered 
during the eight years required to 
bring a seedling tree toto profitable 
bearing. Bo they worked and wait­ 
ed. Borne of them found great on 
couragement in visiting tho bearing 
orchards of B. D. Wilson at Ban 
Gabriel, where they saw seedling 
fruit selling to peddlers for cash 
at $40 a thousand. 
As this was 
ambivalent to from $7 to $10 a box, 
it la no «render they dreamed con­ 
fidently of the wealth to be theirs 
when their trees pouched maturity. 
It is a foot that when th# first 
few trees cam* toto bearing to 
Riverside, their preduet netted th* 
owners from $S0 to $100."
